leclcd by .vaccination. 

■ This action involved over 
1.000: persons . The search 
for contacts went as Tar as 
Boston. Mass., where ■ city 
police traced a doctor, who

woman first entered the lios- 
pital. One of the last eon- 
tacts was the cab driver wiio 
bad driven the women and 
her husband to the hospital.
